Giolitti was the son of a petty 
official of the small town of Mon-

shortly after the son’s birth. Gio- 
litti was tall of stature and not 
overly particular about his dress. a 
fact that made him a frequent sub- 
ject for cartoonists when was at 
the height of his political powep. 
After his retirement from 
Cabinet he continued to retain his 
seat in the Chamber of Deputies, 
but was little active tn its affairs. 
On his last appearance the 
Chamber he created a political sen- 
sation by defying Premier Musso- 
lini and denouncing the govern- 
ment’s bill for rliamentary re- 
form.

Despite precautions taken because 
of the dryness of the past winter forest 
and brush fires again are sweeping over 
wide areas in widely separated sections 
of the State. The bad results from these 
hillside conflagrations are numerous. 
They injure the soil, they cause excessive 
runoff in even moderate showers, they 
make possible excessive erosion, which 
if it does no other damage fills flood- 
control channels that must be cleared 
out at great expense. They rob us cf 


‘toy | Moisture-conserving vegetation, they kill 


birds and wild animals by the thousands, 
they are costly to fight, they endanger 
growing crops and dwellings, and in 
}Some.cases they destroy valuable tim- 
ber. Forest and brush fires are easy to 
start and hard to stop. ; 

Nine times out of ten these conflagra- 
tions have their origin in man’s careless- 
ness. The Mt. Wilson blaze discovered 
on Sunday is said to have been started 
by the throwing away of a cigarette stub 
by a hiker. Camp fires left untended, 
fires started to clear land which get be- 


te # | yond control are other prolific causes. 


The pity of it is that these fires are all 
so unnecessary. The exercise of ele- 
mentary caution is all that is necessary 
to preserve the covering of the Califor- 
nia watersheds from destruction. That 
this caution is observed by the great 
majority of those who go into the woods 
and on the hillsides means nothing when 
there is even one camper or hiker igno- 
rant or unthinking.

the other members. The permit system 
has proved of some value in fixing re- 
sponsibility and even in lessening fires, 
and its extension would seem to be logi- 
cal.

-JOOVER’S SUCCESSOR 

One does not envy President Cool- 
idge one job that now falls to his lot, 
that of selecting a successor to Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover. The nation's 
business has never had a better or more 
understanding friend in office than this 
man who, by popular insistence, has been 
drafted to make the race for the Presi- 
dency. It will be difficult to discover a 
man -to take his place who can equal or 
even approach the record of Hoover 
since March 4, 1921. In the whole his- 
tory of the nation, no Cabinet officer has 
ever made such substantial contributions 
to prosperity and general welfare. Did 
his resignation not mean a reasonable 
certainty of his promotion to a post in 
which he will be able to render even 
greater service to the country, its ac- 
ceptance could not be thought of. 

To detail his activities during the past 
seven years and four months would 
take columns of space, since the work of 
the Department of Commerce is of so 
varied a nature and covers so much 
ground. Its accomplishments are the 
sum total of the benefit conferred by an 
enormous number of individual bene- 
fits, many of themselves trivial if stand- 
ing alone. In radio, in rubber, in foreign 
trade organization and expansion, in 
standardization of manufacturing and 
manufacturing processes, in hundreds 
of other departments of human effort 
Hoover has exercised a controlling in- 
fluence for human betterment during his 
term in office. The productive value of 
his efforts can only be estimated in 
billions. — 

No matter how good a record he makes 
as President, it is now difficult to believe 
that his accomplishments as a Cabinet 
officer can be forgotten while the nation 
endures. Hoover is the Great Co-ordi- 
nator. 

It is comforting to think, however, ihat 
the organization he has éffected has 
been so skillfully contrived that it would 
now function almost without direction. 
From this point of view, his successor 
will be able to make a success merely by 
not interfering too much with the nat- 
ural working of the machinery he has 
started in motion. The test of a great 
executive is how his work goes on in his 
absence. 

It may be some days before the selec- 
tion is made known, or it may be an- 
nounced almost immediately. Here the 
difficulty of the selection, and the Presi- 
dent’s well-known caution in such mat- 
ters, must be balanced against the fact 
that the President has known for cgev- 
eral months that such a choice would 
probably have to be made. Whoever 
Hoover’s successor may be, the public 
may rest assured that he is the best man 
procurable, whether he is promoted from 
some subordinate post or drafted from 
private life. President Coolidge has 
been singularly successful in his ap- 
pointments, and there is no reason +o 
believe that he will fail in this one.

APAN’S SHANTUNG PROBLEM 
Although the Japanese Cabinet has 
decided upon the evacuation of 7000 
reservists who have been serving with 
the regular Japanese forces in Shantung, 
this does not mean that Japan is going 
to turn over the province to the 
Nationalists in any great hurry. 

Japan has a knotty problem in Shan- 
tung. She would like to withdraw al 
her troops from that country, but knows 
that to do so would leave her nationals 
as well as those of a few other a 
exposed to grave danger. When the Na- 
tionalists were running wild through 
Shantung on their way to Peking the 
Japanese army found it necessary to 
visit rather severe punishment upon 
them for the looting of Japanese prem- 


ises in Tsinan and other cities and the 


slaying of their occupants. 

This punishment still rankles in the 
Chinese mind, and if Japan should re- 
move all her troops from Shantung the 
Japanese civilians remaining there 
doubtless would be made to suffer the 
vengeance of the rabble. So Japan’s 
Shantung problem is still unsolved, and 
may not reach a solution until the Na- 
tionalists have formed a strong and 
stable government, which, judging by 
the kind of material they have to work 
with, may not be accomplished for many 
years.

CURES FOR SPOILED BABIES 


NOT STANDARDIZED 
Mrs. L. B. B. writes: “My baby is 


a» months of age, and he weighs 


sixteen pounds, three ounces. I 
think that is all right, as he weigh- 
ed eight pounds at birth, and has 
only gained one pound and three 
ounces this last month. I take him 


to a baby ‘clinic and the nurse 
said he was gaining too fast and 
told me to lengthen the periods be- 
tween nursings. I nurse him every 
two and one-half hours. She ad- 
vised two ounces of water béfore 
a nursing so he won't nurse 50 
much. Do you agree with her? 

“Lately he has been fussy at his 
10 o'clock feeding and just fights 
sleep. I have given him a “pow- 
der” and jhe went to sleep. Could 
I do this’ on the nights when he 
won't sleep? 

“What shall I do for a spoiled 
baby? He cries without tears and 
cries so hard’ when I won't pick 
him-.up. When I do he stops im- 
mediately.” 

Answer: You are quite right that 
a baby weighing eight pounds at 
birth will weigh proportionately 
more at five months than the aver- 
age baby who only weighed, seven 
pounds (weight charts are | figured 
for the average baby)—and s0 
baby who starts ouf weighing more 
than the average will continue to 
weigh.more at every age. | 

The baby is being nursed too of- 
ten, but this w be regulated 
by merely nursing once in three 
by the 
clock. The two ounces water is 
too much, and as the gain this last 
month has not even been up to the 
average, one and one-half 
and the baby is fussy at 10 
o'clock feeding. I do not think that 
too much food is responsible, but 
more than likely too little! ; 

Nurse regularly every three hours 
and after the three and six o'clock 
nursings try a complementary feed- 
ing of half-milk, half-water and 
sugar. At’ first use one ounce of 
each water and milk and  one- 
fourth teaspoonful of sugar. Boil 
two ounces of milk and two ounces 
of water and then measure out the 
above two ounces afterward. You 
couldn't very well boil such a small 
amount satisfactorily. Give this 
blood warm after the nursing. 

This ought to take care of the 
fussiness at 10 o'clock. Of course, 
it would be simply terrible to “drug” 
your baby to sleep with patent medi- 
cines of whose contents you know 
nothing. Find out why the baby is 
fussy and stop thinking he “fights 
sleep.” He is only too anxious to 
to sleep if he is comfortable. 

If the baby stops crying when he 
is picked up, then don’t pick him 
up when he cries. He'll soon get 
over crying for something that he 
doesn't get.

It is a good plan to walk home 
after work or to at least cover from 
three to five miles every day, even 


though you may have been walking 
working hours. In ad-

Next, lie in bed and relax for about 
a half-hour and then in 
fresh clothes for dinner. You will 
feel an abundance of health and 
vitality after following this regime 
for a few weeks. 

Your dinner should consist of 
one of the good proteins such as 
beef, mutton, rabbit, chicken, fish 
or fowl, using one-fourth to a half- 
pound, and the choice of one or 
more of the cooked nonstarchy 
vegetables which are listed for your 
luncheon, and a choice of any of 
the raw salad vegetables. You may 
also have a dish of Jello, stewed 
fruit or ice cream for dessert. 

Your evening should be spent in 
some type of recreation, such as 
reading, conversation, or attending 
the theater. You owe it to both 
yourself and your family to take in 
a good show once or twice weekly. 
Do not work during the evenings. 
You will have better success with 
your business if you ralex and save 
your strength to concentrate dur- 
ing yorr working hours. 

Try these suggestions which I 
have given you and I am sure that 
you will notice an improvement 
both physically and mentally. Many 
of my patients tell me that after 
they have gafned their health they 
were able to do five or six times as 
much as they were capable of pre- 
viously, and in many instances their 
incomes and salaries have increased 
in a like proportion. 

Even though you came to my of- 
fice for personal advice, unless you 
are suffering from some serious dis- 


ease, I doubt if I could give you 
better advice than the regime which 


I have just outlined, and althougn 
this advice has not been very cost- 
ly to you, you can make it just as 
valuable as you wish if you are wil- 
ling to follow strictly the rules 
which I have outlined.

While 
health should be a natural condi- 
tion, so many have departed from 
natural living that it is necessary 
to make an intensive scientific study 
of health-building if we wish to 
obtain the highest mark of perfec- 
tion. 

It will be splendid if each of us 
will remember that we have a body 
for development, and that this body 
is the finest piece of property that 
we will ever possess during this life, 
and the conservation and cultiva-
